Water  Supply 

The  Leicester  Corporation  water  mains  are  laid  throughout  the  area, 
and  supply  all  except  a  few  outlying  premises.  The  water  is  of  ex¬ 
cellent  quality  in  all  respects;  complaints  of  poor  pressure  have  been 
numerous,  but  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  installation  of  a  new  pump 
house .

General  Review 

The  common  infectious  diseases  of  children  showed  the  usual 
biennial  epidemic  of  measles  with  an  absence  of  any  serious  conditions. 

Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified. 

There  were  five  deaths . 

There  were  20  respiratory  and  10  non-re spiratory  cases  on  the 
Register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  compared  with  23  and  11  cases  respectively 
at  the  end  of  1950*
